Southern Pines, N, ¢, March 12
EAVING RICHMOND southward
we have the chalee of three
great rallway systemsg  which
give qulek and direct accosa and
competitive service to all parts:
the HBeabonrid Alr Line, the Southern
rallway and the Atlantle Coast line,
Choosing the Benbonrd, we cross the
Jameg river to Manchester, Vo, i
rectly opposite on n large steel via-
duct n mile long, which {8 a wonderful
feat of engineering skill, from which

we got o good view of the historic
river and the onee capital of the
Bouthern Confederacy.

Manchester |8 o thriving manufac-

turing city aof 10,000 population, eon-
nected with Hichmond by numerous
bridges, nnd no doubt some day it will
be anncxed. Unlike most American
citles, Ttehmond has not gobbled up
any populous territory and population
for w generatlon, on Manchester
Helghts, in 1645, Fort Charles wus
bullt ag an outpost of the colonisgts on
the river helow.

TO PETERSBURG.

Our route g over a platean of twen-
ty-three miles to Petersburg with but
little rolling ground, through dense
forents of pine trees from six to twelve
inches in diameter, stralght ns an ar-
row for thirty, even fifty, fect without
a limb and to 100 feet in height, with
an  ocvcasional npening and then n
streteh of onk, the soll being clay and
gand of chrome yellow in color, We
pass battle flelds where Lthe ground s
yet scarred and furrowed with the
linese of the old carthworks thrown up
by the contending armies,  We are
told, however, that the devastation of
the war hag bheen largely repaired by
the improvements of later years and
cultivated farms and orchards now re-
place the wasted flelds that were the
cumping ground of great armies,

We enter Petersburg on o high tres-
tle over the Appomittox river, the
town mainly layving heneath, 1ts com-
maillons  canal, its numerous church
ephres, s one-gtory flat-roof, outside
auble emd chimnpoyed negro houses were
ot hle features, The population
Ie nearly 250000 Two andles outside of
the eity sounthward nre loeated two
stte Institations, ane of the twao eol-
pormal schools of Virginbe and
the Central Ineone Asvium, both large
wd gwslv g stractures, worthy  of
the “Mothor of residenie*”
